First Oil 
Rig Erected 
In Japan

"Spudded in" after religious 
services conducted by Shinto 
priests, Japan's_ first rig for 
deep drilling is now at work on 
its first well.

The site selected Is near tlv 
Japanese Sea about 10 kilom 
eters <6Vi miles) from Nagon 
ka, on the opposite side of the 
island of Honshu, on which 
Tokyo Is located.

Officers of the Teikoku Oil 
co., owners of the rig, and a 
number of special guests 
traveled through deep snow to 
attend the ceremonies which are 
traditional to operation of a 
new rig in .Japan. The date se­ 
lected, marking the "First Day 
of Spring" according to the old 
Japanese calendar, was con 
sidered as a happy omen for the 
undertaking.

Members of the crew were 
dressed in special uniforms. 
Various officials of the company 
were presented with tree 
branches by the priests and 
placed these branches on an al­ 
tar. At the conclusion of the 
religious ceremonies, the four- 
engines of the rig were started 
one at a time, after which the 
rig drive and draw works were 
put in operation. As the drill 
string was lifted, colored 
stream attached to the swivel 
fell to the floor and were wound 
around the kelly and drill pipe 
by the turning of 1he rotary.

The rig is a National Type 
110, manufactured by the Na­ 
tional Supply co. 11 includes a 
four-section drive group with 
Superior PTD-6 Engines and 
Gyrol Flukl Drives. It is in­ 
tended for wildcat drilling be­ 
low 12.000 feet. Present wells 
in Japan have a maximum 
depth less than 6,000 feet.

MENTAL HEALTH 
BILLS NOW IN 
LEGISLATURE

Attorney General Edmund 
G. Brown today urged passage 
by the Legislature of the Com­ 
munity Mental Health Service 
act in its original form. The 
Act would provide for State 
financial assistance to local 
governments in the establish­ 
ment and development of men­ 
tal health services through lo­ 
cally administered and locally 
controlled community mental 
health programs.

Brown's} statement was con­ 
tained in a letter to Jack War­ 
ner, .Jr., president of the Los 
Angeles Mental Health Foun­ 
dation, which together with 
many medical, church, civic 
and labor organizations, has 
been sponsoring the measure.

Attorney General Brown 
listed four specific ways in 
which the Community Mental 
Health Service act would help:

1. It will help put mental 
health services and clinics in 
areas where people can get to 
them without long trips and 
high personal expenses;

2. It is a move toward local 
supervision of mental health 
service*, but. at uniformly high 
medical standards established 
state-wide;

3. It is a move away from 
the old and costly program of 
centralized custodial care, 
where patients often had in­ 
adequate treatment and im­ 
proper supervision;

4. It will save in net. effect 
monies for both local and state 
administrations by helping 'pa­ 
tients to regain their health 
earlier, thus reducing public 
assistance costs and reducing 
the high in-pntient cost of pres­ 
ent custodial-type treatment.

The bills now in legislature 
are SB 241, AB 630 and SB 24.
